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Australia is a land of para- 
doxes. Covering about three 
million square miles, it is

about as big geographically 
AUSTRALIAN EXPERIENCE as the United States; yet in 


terms of population itisas small as Greater Londonor New York. Liv- 
ing substantially by export ofafew primary products, and notably wool, 
itis yet more industrialized than the U.S.A., with almost 40 per cent of 
the Australian work force engaged in manufacturing and associated in- 
dustries and only 15 per cent in occupations of a rural character. The 
most thinly populated nation-state on earth, with only three persons per 
square mile, Australia has at the same time one of the world's most 
highly urbanized societies, with 54 per cent of its people living in the 
capital cities ofthe six states and almost 79 per cent living in all urban 
areas. [1] 


Yet, despite all these apparent paradoxes, economically Austra- 
lia can be ''typed''as a young, new-world country whose growth has been, 
and stillisbeing, stimulated by high levels of public and private invest- 
ment, which lead to and sustain high material standards of life. Demo- 
graphically speaking Australia can also be ''typed''asa Western society 
that has run through the typical cycle of high fertility - high mortality 
patterns to onein which fertility displaysa high degree of rational con- 
trol and in which mortality is amongst the lowest in the world. 


The Colonial Period, 1788-1900 


In terms of its non-indigenous population Australia is a very 
young country. [2] The first European settlement was in 1788; but so 
long as the eastern colonies were administered as convict settlements 
growth was slow. Until 1850 only 332,000 Europeans had settled in Aus- 
tralia. Of these 146,000 were convicts and 187,000 were free settlers. 
The young colonies still had little natural attraction for Britain's emi- 
grants, and a high proportion of the free settlers were assisted by rev- 
enues raised from the sales of colonial lands along the general lines 
advocated by Wakefield and the "systematic colonizers.'' In New South 
Wales, by far the most populous colony, all but 28,000 of the 117,300 
free settlers who arrived between 1829 and 1850 received assistance, 
most of it in the form of subsidized fares. A substantial part of such 
assistance was given to encourage female andfamily immigration. Even 
so, the young colonies carried heavy excesses of males. In1851 in New 
South Wales and South Australia the male:female sex ratio at ages 21- 
44 was approximately 160:100. But on the other hand a high proportion 
of adult immigrants were in the childbearing age groups, and they both 
brought substantial numbers of children with them and bore many more 
after their arrival in an environment in which mortality was compara- 
tively low. 


Yet, when the opening up of the rich goldfields in Victoria and New 
South Wales in 1850 gave the Australian colonies their first real "pull- 
ing'' power as attractions for immigrants, they harbored only 405,400 
persons. Then the pace quickened: the gold decade 1851-60 brought 
601,000 immigrants, most of whom remained to make their homes in 
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Australia. Again the assisted element (229,500) was very important in 
this growth. 


In termsof both people and capital, the gold rushesof the 'fifties 
set the Australian colonies off on a long period of rapid growth which 
may be summarized as follows (figures in thousands):

Growth from 405,400 in 1850 to 3,765,400 when the century closed may 
not be quantitatively spectacular; but in spite of the smallness of the 
base figure in 1850, a ninefold increase was very substantial. 


The maturity of the population is also apparent in the fact that 
after 1860 the greater part of growth (69 per cent) came from Austra- 
lian-born children. The demands created by expanding families provided 
one important factor stimulating the economic growth, which in turn ac- 
quired an expanding work force derived from immigration. Immigra- 
tion, however, continued to be a significant complement to natural in- 
crease until it was cutoff bythe economic collapse following 1891. For 
the thirty years preceding this point, the total rate of growth of the Aus- 
tralian population was one of the highest in the world. In four of those 
thirty years it exceeded 4 per cent; in twenty-three it exceeded 3 per 
cent; and in twenty-one years the growth from natural increase alone 
exceeded 2 per cent. 


The financial crisis of 1891 applied the closure to this great era 
of economic development, and likewise to some aspects of population 
growth. Immigration was cut off; the colonies had no natural "attrac- 
tive'' power with the onset of economic recession, and policies of spon- 
soring immigration(which had been progressively pruned or abandoned 
with mounting economic difficulties of the 'eighties) were set aside in 
all colonies in the 'nineties. In addition, the years immediately around 
1891 witnessed a sharp fall in birth rates and a check upon the decline 
indeath rates. Consequently growth, now almost wholly dependent upon 
natural increase, fell sharply from an annual rate of 2.84 per cent in 
1891 to1.76in 1896. Not until 1908 didthe rate again exceed 2 per cent. 


The birth rates of the Australian colonies had been falling stead- 
ily throughout these years of economic development (1861-1890). The 
average rate for all colonies remained above 40 per 1000 of population 
until 1868 and thereafter fell away to 35.5 in 1888. By the end of the 
century it was down to 27.3. Yet the decline in birth rates before the 
‘eighties was more the result of changesintheage structure of the pop- 
ulations than of decline in the fertility of married women. Legitimate 
birth rates per 1000 married women under the age of 45 years changed 
little between 1861 and 1881, but fell sharply in New South Wales over 
the next decade and in all colonies between 1891 and 1901. [3] 


The differential timing of trends in the separate colonies offers 
scope for several interesting hypotheses: for example, the possible caus- 








al relationin Victoria between relatively low birth rates and a high de- 
gree of urbanization, or in Queensland between high birth rates and rapid 
rural development. Even more intriguing is the sharp decline in fer- 
tility in New South Wales between 1881 and 1891, well before the eco- 
nomic crisis of the latter year that marks the initial sharp downturn 
in the fertility rates of all other colonies. 


These patterns suggest that while the impact of the economic 
crisis is clear, other factors than the purely economic were operating, 
at leastin New South Wales. The latter hypothesis is further supported 
by the events after the revival of economic prosperity, which brought 
no return to high fertility patterns. The move towards the small-family 
system appears to have started in the ‘eighties, to have been given an 
impetus bythe events of the 'nineties, and to have taken firm and wide- 
spread root by the end of the century. Indeed from the ‘eighties right 
through to the present there has been a very close correspondence be- 
tween trendsin fertility in Australia and inanumber of new world coun- 
tries peopled by Europeans and enjoying high and improving material 
standards of living. The similarity has been particularly marked be- 
tween the United States of America and Australia. 


Growth and Disillusionment, 1900-1940 


The twentieth century opened with birth rates of approximately 
26.5 per 1000 of population, the lowest ever recorded. Death rates were 
also well downto just over 12 per.1000 and were falling steadily, but the 
resultant natural increase of some 1.5 per cent a year was still below 
the levels of pre-federation colonial days [4] and was widely felt to be 
insufficient for a young developing country. [5] The trend towards the 
small family was at least viewed with sufficient concern in New South 
Wales to lead in 1903 to the appointment of a Royal Commission to ex- 
amine its cause and consequences and to recommend steps to reverse 
it.[6] The Commissioners concluded that selfishness was the one mo- 
tive common to all the reasons given by witnesses for the limitation of 
the size of the family, that ''the effort of the race towards its increase 
in numbers isininverse ratio to the effort of the individual towards his 
personal development,''andthat unless the nation could do better it would 
fall far behind the performance of Russia and Japan who were seen as 
"prospective rivals of Australia" in the Pacific. 


This gloom was not entirely justified, for rates of growth were 
still high. The birth rate was now holding steady, and with improving 
mortality natural increase was showing a slight upward trend, from 
14.21 per 1000 of population in 1900 to 17.44 in 1914. In addition, as 
more prosperous conditions returned, the traditional policy of priming 
the immigrant flowby offering passage assistance was revived. Modest 
net gains from immigration of 21,800 in 1909 and 29,912 in 1910 leapt 
to 74,400, 91,900, and 63,200 in 1911, 1912,and 1913 respectively, again 
raising annual growth well above 3 per cent a year. 


The new prospect of rapid growth was cut short by the war of 
1914-18, but Australia emerged from the war determined to press the 
pace of population growth. In 1920 the federal government took over 
from the states the main responsibility for recruiting and assisting im- 
migrants, and, in cooperation with the United Kingdom through the ma- 
chinery of the Empire Settlement Act of 1922, set about peopling Aus- 
tralia. The net result fell far short of the oft-stated objective of "re- 
distributing" the population of the British Empire, but between 1921 and 
1930 the net gain from immigration was 313,000, and the extent of of- 








ficial promotion in this movement is apparent in the fact that over the 
same period 214,000 persons received passage assistance. 


As in 1891, however, worsening economic conditions put an end 
to assisted immigration and again deprived Australia of any natural at- 
tractive power. Between 1931 and 1935 there was a small net loss of 
10,800 through emigration; and even withimproving economic conditions 
after 1935 there was no substantial support for the revival of large- 
scale sponsorship of immigration. A considerable part of the gain of 
43,000 people between 1936 and 1940 represented refugees from Nazi 
persecution; there were few signs of the revival of the traditional flow 
from the British Isles. 


These prewar years appeared to confirm the findings of official 
United Kingdom Committees — particularly of the Oversea Settlement 
Board's final report in 1938 — that the continued departure of large num- 
bers of able-bodied workers was not in the best interests of the United 
Kingdom and thatthe Dominions might have toturn increasingly to con- 
tinental Europe for new settlers.[7] Official concerninthe United King- 
dom about emigration was largely the result of published research which 
concluded from a study of reproduction rates that population decline was 
imminent. But evenifthe United Kingdom had emigrants to spare, Aus- 
tralia, with unemployment runningat 8 to 10 per cent of the work force, 
was in no mood to receive them. In Australia pessimism about the fu- 
ture was deepened by the revelation that the net reproduction rate had 
fallen below unity in 1931,andby projections based upon this fact which 
forecast impending population decline. [8] The picture was brightened 
a little by the further pessimism ofthe students of Australia's resources, 
who were busy whittling away the grand vision, current after the First 
World War, ofan Australia carryinga hundred million people. The fail- 
ure of the land settlement schemes of the 'twenties, the collapse of mar- 
kets for Australia's primary exports, anda re-emphasis of the theories 
that Australia was no more than a fertile rim with a dead and useless 
interior, all encouraged the view that the population-carrying capacity 
of Australia at reasonable living standards was more likely to be at the 
limit of 15 or 20 millions than 100 millions. [9] Thus, if the era of 
growth from natural causes was drawing to a close, and if emigrants 
who could be spared from the British Isles were in short supply, there 
was at least comfort in the knowledge that Australian resources were 
severely limited anyway. 


The concept of only limited population growth was prevalent un- 
til well into the years of the Second World War. As late as 1944 a re- 
port of the National Health and Medical Research Council [10] forecast 
a population that, inthe absence of immigration, would never exceed 8.2 
millions and would be declining by 1980. Inthe lightof the facts as they 
were then known the projections were reasonable. They were made at 
the latter end of a decade during which natural increase was consistently 
between 7 and 9 per 10000f population. The riseinbirth rates per 1000 
of populationfrom 17.4 in 1939 toalmost 21.0 in 1944 wasassumed to be 
but a reflection of peak wartime marriage rates, which averaged over 
11 per 1000 of population between 1940 and 1943. In 1944 there was 
nothing in the history of marriage and fertility in Australia, or in the 
demographic lessons to be learned from the war of 1914-18, to justify 
an assumption ofa long-term trend towards more or younger marriage 
or of any substantial increase in family size. In short, those making the 
projectionsin Australia were, liketheir contemporaries in the U.S.A., 
proved wrong forthe right reasons, or because they would not speculate 
at the expense of assumptions that were reasonable in the light of all 
circumstances known at the time. 








From Slump to Boom: Immigration 


The war of 1939-45 drastically altered Australian opinion about 
population growth. By 1945there wasvirtually no opposition to the view 
that a much larger population was urgently necessary. In addition, the 
war effort on the industrial and technical fronts, as well as in the field 
and inthe air, had engendered a new confidence in the future which con- 
trasted sharply with the pessimism of the 'thirties. Further, in view 
of the widespread assertions that the small-family system was likely to 
remain the dominant feature of Western societies, it seemed obvious 
that the rate of growth would again have to be primed through planned 
immigration. The first postwar government [11] planned to sustain 
growth at the rate of 2 per cent a year, and assumed that half of this 
would be supplied by natural increase, leaving the other half to be made 
up of immigrants. This implied an initial "target" of 70,000 new set- 
tlers a year. 


State socialism and economic development were old bedfellows 
in the patterns of growthof the antipodean colonies of Australia and New 
Zealand. So there was nothing new in federal and state governments 
forcing the pace of growth through massive hydroelectric and irrigation 
schemes, through capital investment in public transport, soil conserva- 
tion, pasture improvement, and housing. Nor was there anything new 
in the principle of planned immigration financed from public revenue. 
The only really new principle here was the extension of financial assist- 
ance ona broad scale to non-British as well as British settlers—a 
recognition of the prewar warnings thatthe British Isles were no longer 
an inexhaustible reservoir of surplus manpower. 


The main demographic and social features of this immigration 
have been described elsewhere. [12] Particular aspects that need em- 
phasizing here are: 


1. In the eleven years ending 1958 net immigration added ap- 
proximately one million to the population. 


2. Ofthese slightly more than 700,000 were assisted immigrants. 
What the scope would have been had no assistance been offered isa 
question that cannot be answered; but undoubtedly it would have been 
much lower. The ratioof 7 assistedtoevery gain of 10 through net im- 
migration may be compared with ratios of approximately 7:10 for the 
period 1901-40 and 6:10 for 1861-1900. 


3. The new feature of postwar immigration was the extensive 
assistance giventonon-British. Amongst those arriving between Octo- 
ber 1945 and June 1958 with the intention of residing in Australia for a 
year or more (that is the statistical classification of 'permanent ar- 
rivals"), the following was the pattern:

The most numerous group of non-British assisted were the displaced 
persons who came in 1949 and 1950 (171,000). Amongst the Dutch also, 
the assisted were predominant — 56,900 assistedasagainst 43,300 full- 
fare immigrants. But the largest non-British national group, 179,000 
Italians, were mostly unassisted (146,100 unassisted and 32,900 assisted). 
Thus while British comprised by far the largest single category of as-

sisted immigrants, all non-British assisted exceeded them. Precisely 
what the position was amongst the unassisted is difficult to determine 
because here "British nationality" includes Australian residents re- 
turning after a year or more abroad. Excluding these from the "full- 
fare'' category shown in the above figures, the dominance of non-British 
would be even greater and the proportions of British amongst all cate- 
gories would be about 35 per cent instead of 47 per cent. [13] 


The general conclusion from these patterns appears to be that 
while Australia has had considerable powersof attraction for the unas- 
sisted immigrant, and while some of those assisted probably would have 
immigrated in any case, the offer of passage assistance may well have 
doubled the immigrant flow. Without it Australia would certainly not 
have had 171,000 displaced persons and probably only about half the 
immigrants in all other categories. 


4. Economically thispostwar immigration provided the greater 
part of the annual increment to the population of working age. Between 
1947 and 1957 the population aged 15-64 increased by 908,400 persons, 
amongst whom 678,700 were immigrants. Yet even with immigration 
of this magnitude, with its heavy concentration in the young adult age 
groups, those of working age were still increasing at a slower rate than 
total population, andin the 20-24 age group there was an actual decline. 
At these ages immigration did little more than build out the groups that 
were in deficit as a result of the very low birth rates of the 'thirties. 


The great gaps in Australia's population structure arising from 
those prewar years have undoubtedly been one of the major factors 
facilitating the economic absorption of immigrants in these years. 


5. While immigration thus provided labor which was in short 
supply, it nevertheless created its own demands, which in turn increased 
the immigrant absorptive capacity of the nation. For the period 1947- 
57 there was a surplus of 138,000 males inthe net gain from immigra- 
tion. Such a surplus is inevitable in any large-scale immigration pro- 
gram, andamore significant feature than this male surplus, which will 
be considerably reduced over time, [14] has in fact been the high pro- 
portion of family units. Over one-quarter of all immigrants have been 
children under the age of 15, andover three-quarters of immigrant wom- 
en aged 15 and over have been married when they arrived in Australia 
— witha good part of the remainder already affianced. Immigrants were 
in fact responsible for 44 per centofthe increase in married women in 
the intercensal period 1947-54 and for 33 per cent of the increase be- 
tween July 1954 and December 1957. 


The demand stimulated by this demographic pattern amongst the 
immigrants interms of schools, housing, andconsumer durables is self- 
evident. When statistics are produced to show that in June 1954, the 
date of the last census, 20 per cent of the nation's wage- and salary- 
earners were born outside Australia, it has to be remembered that be- 
tween the censuses of 1947 and 1954 half the population increase and 44 
per cent of the net addition in new families came from immigration. 


6. While both the lack of increase in the non-immigrant work 
force, as a result of the low fertility of the 'thirties, and the demands 
created by postwar immigrants themselves have been important fac- 
tors facilitating the economic absorption of new settlers in the past 
twelve years, other demographic factors of this period are beginning to 
create pressures of a new kind that may well render much more diffi- 
cult the maintenance of the annual immigration "target" of one per cent 
of the population, that is currently a net gain of 100,000 persons. 
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Slump to Boom: Natural Increase 


As the purpose of this article is a general outline of the nature 
of population growthand structure, detailed analyses of Australia's post- 
war ‘baby boom" will not be attempted in this article. [15] Its essen- 
tial characteristics for purposes required here can be stated quite briefly. 


Since 1945 natural increase in Australia has remained between 
13.1 and 14.4 per 1000 of population, a level much above that of the ''de- 
pressed" years of the 'thirties and analogous to that of the 'twenties. 
The net reproduction rates have also been consistently high, with a tend- 
ency to rise still further in very recent years. The high reproduction 
rate of recent years has been accompanied by very high proportions of 
young persons marrying. The present proportions marriedatages 20- 
24 and 25-29 certainly create an Australian record. The trend in net 
reproduction rates and in proportions married may be summarized as 
follows:

There is as yet no adequate explanation for the change in mar- 
riage proportions and marriage age, but almost certainly one factor in 
Australia (as in the U.S. A. and New Zealand) has been the economic 
prosperity of the last decade. The marriage boom has in turn kept the 
birthand reproduction rates at high levels, butitalso appears that young 
couples married in recent years are having more children within the 
first five and ten years of marriage than did those who married in the 
'thirties. Uptol0years of marriage the pattern approaches that of the 
early 'twenties. The following figures summarize the confinements per 
1000 marriages occurring between 1921-22 and 1952-53: [16]

Whether the young mothers of today will go on to have larger 
completed families thantheir parents did is stillamatter of some con- 
jecture. But the high marriage rates, which have compensated for the 
lack of rapid increase in the age groups in which most marriages have 
been occurring, and the high fertility of the early years of marriage, 
together with an inflowofimmigrants of whom overaquarter have con- 
sistently been under the age of 15 years, have all combined with con- 
sistently low death rates [17] to keep natural increase at a high level. 
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The consequence of this, compared with the situation of no immigration 
and low birth rates of the 'thirties, is readily illustrated by expressing 
the children in today's population as a ratio of those aged 20-24 years.

These figures illustrate the extent to which changes in marriage 
and fertility patterns can alter the basic structure of a population. By 
contrast, immigration has greatly increased the numbers in each age 
group at least up to age fifty; but it has not greatly altered the ratio of 
one age group to another, or the age profile of the population (see cover 
chart). In this regard the postwar marriage and baby booms have been 
far more important than immigration. Appreciation of this fact helps 
to explain both why the economic absorption of a million immigrants 
since 1947 has been so simple and why new pressures will occur over 
the next decade or so. 


Changing Composition and Growth: Some Reflections 


The interrelations between economic and demographic factors 
at any point of time is complex and difficult to determine precisely. It 
can hardly be assumed that the economic crisis of the Australian col- 
onies in 1891 was due to demographic factors, forthere were economic 
pressures building up inthe late eighteen-eighties which made the crisis 
of 1891 almost inevitable. Yet rapid population growth between 1861 and 
1890 asa result of high rates of both natural increase and immigra- 
tion was probably one factor encouraging excessive borrowing abroad 
to stimulate investment. Is the converse true that after the recession 
immigration was discouraged todamp down investment? Probably not; 
more likely is the explanation that assisted immigration was not re- 
vived on a large scale until approximately 1910 because there was a 
rapidly increasing work force arising out of the population structure of 
1861-1890. In 1871 the proportion of population aged 0-14 years was as 
high as 42 per cent, while in 1891 it was still 37 per cent. These were 
the young cohorts from whichanample supply of recruitment was avail- 
able for the work force until well into the twentieth century. 


The composition of the population in recent years has been the 
converse of this. After World War II the absorption of immigrants was 
simplified because of the near-stationary situation of the work force at 
atime when there wasa keen demand for labor arising from the leeway 
that had to be made up in the nation's stock of capital and consumer 
goods. But while immigrants built out the deficit age groups, they also 
brought theirown share of dependents. For the intercensal period 1947- 
94, the consequence was that while immigration lifted the annual incre- 
ment tothe work force from about 17,000 to 72,000, italso raised the total 
population increase from an annual average of some 95,000 to 201,000. 
Had Australia relied for its growth between June 1947 and June 1954 
wholly upon natural increase, the work force would have increased only 
by 3.7 per cent and the total population by 8.8 per cent. Immigration 
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raised these figures to 15.8 and 18.6 per cent respectively. In a situa- 
tion in which the demand for labor remained high as a result of heavy 
investments in both the public and the private sectors of the economy 
and in which the demand for goods was sustained bya high rate of fam- 
ily formation (substantially as a result of changing marriage patterns 
rather than of any growth in the age groups in which most marriages 
occurred) and by the immigration program itself, the proportion of the 
population of working age (15-64) was still declining. In 1947 that pro- 
portion wasalmost 67 per cent, compared with only 63.2 per cent in 1954. 


However, inthe last three years the increment tothe work force 
has begun to increase again asa result of the increase in births oc- 
curring after 1942, and also as the result of the immigration of chil- 
dren since 1947. The annual increment to the work force without any 
further immigration will rise in the immediate future to some 46,000; 
and when the full force of the postwar baby boom hits the work force 
in 1963, the average annualincrement without any immigration will jump 
to some 72,000, or approximately the same as the actual figure that has 
applied with immigration over the last ten yearsorso. With immigra- 
tion continuing at the "target level'' of 100,000 new settlers a year the 
increment to the work force will be as high as 123,000 by 1963. [18] 


Assuming the new immigrants will have the same age and sex 
composition as in recent experience, they will include a high propor- 
tion of dependents whose requirements for capital and consumer goods 
will greatly augment the demand for labor. But, if marriage propor- 
tions inthe population stabilize at recent levels, the rate of increase in 
families will remain below that of either the total population or of the 
work force despite very substantial increases amongst those reaching 
marriageable age. [19] 


Thus the future would be the converse of the past, with work force 
increasing atafaster rate, and new family formation probably increas- 
ing at a slower rate, than total population. But the changes implied in 
these ratios should not be considered as changes froma normal" toan 
"abnormal" situation; for it is the past rather than the future composi- 
tion that has been abnormal, andthe abnormality has been primarily the 
product of the birth deficits of the 'thirties. Nevertheless, demographic 
analysis suggests very strongly that the absorption of the great waves 
of new recruits who will soon be passing into the work force will not be 
achieved without some stresses, if only because of the suddenness of 
their impact. The extent of the change likely to occur in the population 
in the younger working age groups, both without and with future immi- 
gration, is illustrated in the accompanying diagram. 


The ease with which full employment, and the absorption of im- 
migrants, has been achievedinthe past has been associated with a very 
low rate of natural increaseinthe work force. This situation is ending, 
and the change-over willbe quite sudden and dramatic. Easy optimism 
that.expanding numbersinthe young age groups will generate their own 
demands overlooks the important change that may also occur in other 
facets of the nation's demographic structure, particularly in regard to 
marriage. The past has revealed clearly that there need be onlyavery 
low correlation between changes in total age distribution and the number 
of marriages or new family formation. 


The general proposition from the foregoing analysis is that demo- 
graphic variables have been and are still likely tobe very important in 
a "developed" (or high per-capita income), as well as in an "underde-

veloped" (or low per-capita income), country. In the latter, mortality 
tends to be the dynamic factor, andinthe former, marriage and voluntary 
decisions regarding the size of the family and the spacing of children. 
The trends and changes observed and analyzed in the case of Australia 
apply substantially to other countries also, particularly to the U. S.A. 
and New Zealand, andtoa lesser extent to Canada.[20] On the assump- 
tion that population growth is itselfa stimulus to economic growth, [21] 
there is no cause for pessimism in the long term for, as illustrated from 
the Australian experience, natural increase will remain high even if mar- 
riage and fertility patterns stabilize at recent levels; but the sudden- 
ness of the expansion of the work force, particularly between 1962 and 
1965, will bring real pressures in the short run. Some stimulus to em- 
ployment may be required to cope with this problem, and this may re- 
quire stepping up investment in social capital in types of economies in 
which the major stimulusinthe past has come from the cohorts of young 
people who have been marrying in such fantastic proportions and rais- 
ing children innumbers beyond the dreams of demographers who wrote 
in the depressed era of the nineteen-thirties. 


While the strongest incentive encouraging the study of the inter- 
relation of economic and demographic factors may continue to come 
from the high-fertility, high-mortality and economically ''underdevel- 
oped" areas, some new interrelations that pose difficult questions in 
terms of social and economic policy have also arisen out of slump and 
boom in many of the controlled-fertility, low-mortality and ''developed" 
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countries. These questions are all the more fascinating — and all the 
more difficult —in highly industrialized countries with high material 
standards of life in which the pace of growth is being forced through 
planned immigration. A demographer, noting that in almost every one 
of these ''developed" countriesa decade and more of economic boom has 
occurred ata time when increments to the work force have been at ab- 
normally low levels, wonders whether adequate attention has yet been 
given by economists to the study of current population structure which 
is now dominated by the advance of the cohorts of the postwar ''baby 
boom" towards the labor market.

Amongst southern Europeans in particular there isamarked tend- 
ency for young men to emigrate first, and when they are econom- 
ically established, to bring out their brides or to return to their 
native country to get them.

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INTERNATIONAL POPULATION The Union Internationale pour l'Etude 
CONFERENCE Scientifique de la Population held an 
international population conference at 
Vienna, Austria, 28 August to 4 September, 1959. Since almost 150 per- 
sons were in attendance, papers were numerous, and discussions were 
active, the program was a full one. Sessions were held morning and 
afternoon, with author presentation limited to brief summary and with 
major emphasis placed on discussions. The opening working session 
included several papers that were broad in topic, suchas world popula- 
tion, the factors in growth, andthe number of people who have ever lived 
in the world. This session was followed by one on the interaction of 
demographic, economic, and social factors. The next sessions included 
the many papers presented in the fields of marriage and fertility and of 
mortality. Further sessions dealt with the geographic distribution of 
population and the structure of communities, and with migration. 


The papers were published as separates in advance of the meet- 
ings and made available to participants at the meetings. Since the volume 
of proceedings is now in press, a listing of papers and an annotation of 
contents will be included in a later issue of Population Index. 





Since minutes of the business transacted at the General Assembly 
held at the Vienna meetings will be published in Le Demographe, only 
the chief items will be noted here: 





Revision of the Statutes. Of several proposals toamend the statutes two 
received the two-thirds majority required for adoption by the General 
Assembly. The proposed new texts of Articles 5 and 10 have been sub- 
mitted to referendum by mail ballot. 





The first of these proposals would amend Article 5to change the 
mechanics of voting by countries having more than one-eighth of the total 
membersofthe Union. (The maximum number of votes cast by any one 
country is fixed at one-eighth of the total membership.) Hitherto the 
Executive Council has been empowered to select by lot the members 
entitled to vote in such countries. Under the proposed amendment all 
Union members of the country concerned would have the franchise but the 
value of their individual votes would beafraction smaller than one. At 
meetings of the General Assembly, however, the restriction of voting 
would still be effected through selection by lot, if necessary, among 
participants from the country concerned. 


The other amendment concerns the composition and tenure of the 
Executive Council. The text of Article 10 has provided that "At each 
session the General Assembly shallelecta President, seven Vice-Pres- 
idents, anda Secretary-Treasurer. These shall constitute the Executive 
Council of the Union, take office immediately and serve until the election 
of the new Executive Council.'' Under this system it would be possible 
to electanentirely new setof officers. To provide continuity, provision 
is made in the amendment to have half the Vice-Presidents retire and 
half be retained at each election. This amendment also provides for 
eight (instead of seven) Vice- Presidents, for the election of a President- 
electatthe Assembly preceding the oneat which he becomes President, 
and for transitional arrangements to bridge the change of system.

Association of America invited the Union tohold its next Conference in 
the United States in 1961, andthe invitation was accepted by the Union's 
Executive Council. 


A SEMINAR ON AFRICAN DEMOGRAPHY under the auspices of the In- 
ternational Unionfor the Scientific Study of Population was heldat Paris, 
August 20-27,1959. The seminar was an unofficial meeting of individ- 
ual experts brought together (a) to define realistic objectives for the 
development of demographic information in tropical Africa, (b) to for- 
mulate methods on which there can beaconsensus of opinion, and (c) to 
consider needed experimental studies. 


The meeting was attended by twenty officials and scholars with 
special interests in African demography. These were drawn from the 
several major regions of tropical Africa, from the metropolitan coun- 
tries concerned, andfrom the relevant international organizations. The 
participants included statistical administrators, university professors, 
and others representing the fields of statistics, medicine, anthropology, 
sociology, and economics. 


Problems in African Demography, a full report on the proceed- 
ings of the seminar, is being prepared for publication in English and 
French editions by the International Union for the Scientific Study of 
Population. Advance orders for the report may be addressed to M. Croze, 
Union Internationale pour 1l'Etude Scientifique de la Population, 29 Quai 
Branly, Paris 7©, France.
